TIONS FOR THE YEAR 1900.

The Report on the Caloutta Medical Institutions for the year 1900. 
Read also— 
The Report for the year 1899 and the Resolution recorded thereon. 


Juparp hy the statistics contained in the report, the year 1900 appears 
to have been exceptionally unhealthy. The death-rate per mille in the town of 
Calcutta rose from 37°8 to 53°88, and in Howrah from 44°56 to 60°50. These 
figures are based on the population shown in the census of 1891, and a calcula. 
tion based on the provisional figures arrived at in the census of 1901 reduces 
the ratio for Calcutta to 43°54 and that for Howrah to 4469, Even allowin, 
for this, however, there was a considerable increaso in the mortality from all, 

invipal diseases. Plague, which prevailed with greater virulence and 
caused no Jess thar 8,354 deaths inst 2,332 in 1899, is, no doubt, the 
most important factor in increasing the rate of mortality ; but the percentage 
of deaths from other prevalent diseases shows an increase under every heading, 
‘Different theories have been put forward by different officers as to the cause 
of tho increase, but the Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals rightly observes 
that fhey ere of a very conjectural character, It is, however, evident that 
bed Pasig rainfall of September last had much to do with the increased 

rate, 

2. There is some confusion in the section of the report relating to the 
health vf the Port of Calcutta. The explanation of an a) nt increase in the 
number of inward-bound yessels inspected is not intelligible’ The magni- 
tude of the work involved in the inspections is shown by the num 
invglved. Over a quarter of a million pace ngers apd crew were 

ically inspected; and the clothing und bedding of 79,255 were disinfected ; 
55 soamen and 234 passengers were detained as a result of the examination. 

3. ‘The large increase of 32,520 in the number of outdoor patients is 
mainly due to the greater unhealthiness of the Pia but about one-third of this 
is only nominal, being due to the inclusion in this report for the first time of 
the statistics of the Municipal and Dockyard Dispensaries at Kidderpore, which 
*had hitherto been shown in the Report on Charitable Dispensaries. The total 
number of indoor patients rose from 24,146 to 28,372. In both classes the 
increase was pees: generally distributed, and was due to the unhealthiness of 
the year. The increase of 150 out-patients ut the Presidency General Hospital 
justifies the continued maintenance of that department, on which doubts had 
on thrown. The Shambu Nath Pundit Hospital is stated to possess only 54 
beds; but the average number of beds occupied daily is shown as 57-77. 
Unless there is some mistake, this is evidence of overcrowding. This new 
hospital is sapidl rising in popularity, The number of European seamen 
admitted to the enone Hospital is said to have fallen, though the numbers 
arriving in the port increased by nearly 10 per cent. The Dufferin Victoria 
Hospital for women ini its tale of out-patients by 749, but the in- 
patients fell off: their number is atill insignificanta daily average of 
jin 


ing the cases treated in the Eyo Infirmary, the death-rate Zor 
all the institutions rose from 14:60 to 17°57, the highest mortality recorded for 
years. All tie larger hospitals recorded a higher mortality, except the 
layo and the Shambu Nath Pundit. The rate as usual was highost in the 





Campbell and Howrah Hospitals. The Inspector-General proposes to make a 
spot enquiry in the case of the latter. There are several typographical 
errors in the tabular statements at pages 10 to 13 of the Report, prt 
5. The number of admissions for small-pox rose from 42 to 240, but the 
death-rate fell from 47°61 to 42:91. Of the 239 persons admitted into the 
Campbell Hospital for small-pox, 177, or 74°05 per cent., were unprotected. 
The attention of the Lieutenant-Governor has already been drawn to the 
inefficient state of vaccination in the town, which these figures and the statistics 
previously furnished have brought to light, He has animadyerted strongly on 
the imperfect enforcement of the vaccination laws, and has directed a thorough 
enquiry to be made into the matter through the Corporation of Calcutta. The 
number of admissions for cholera rose from 355 to 728, the rate of mortality 
being 61°12 against 63:94. The mortality was highest in the Howrah General 
Hospital. There were fifteen cases of cholera among the patients of the 
Campbell Hospital, ten of which proved fatal. The Inspector-General of Civil 
Hospitals attributes the outbreak of the disease in this institution in two 
successive years to the vicinity of the hospital to the municipal refuse depdt and 
latform. “Steps are being taken to abate the nuisance caused by this; but 
ooking to the fact that the platform has been in existence for a long time 
without causing an outbreak of disease, the Wieutenant-Governor doubts: 
whether the Inspector-General’s conclusion is correct. The Bein eof 
deaths from dysentery was exceptionally high in the General Hospital, being 
11'11 against 3-03 in the previous year, and is attributed to a larger number 
of chronic cases, “Malarial fever caused 5,456 admissions against 4,376 in 
the previous year, and it seems from the rise in the rate of mortality from 
9°12 to 11°01 that the cases were of severer type. Four hundred and forty-nine 
cases of plague were admitted during the year, of which 92 recovered ‘and 457 
died, giving a death-rate of 79°51 per cent. 

6. There was an increase in the ntiimber of operations, the figures for 
the past two years being 26,023 and 25,109 respectively. Of thess cases, 188° 
ended fatally, giving a percentage of ‘72 against *61 in the previous year, The 
increase is shared by all the institutions, except the Medical College and’ the 
General Hospital, in which latter institution it is accounted for again by the 
admission of fewer seamen. The Lieutenant-Goyernor notices with satisfaction, 
the large number of operations performed by Lieutenant-Colonels R, O. Sanders, 
1M.s., R. D, Murray, 1.a.8., Major R. H, Charles, t.4.s,, Captain R. Bird, t.m.s., 
and Assistant Surgeon Norendra Nath Basu. 

7, Inthe Eden Hospital the number of women and children admitted 
increased from 1,494 to 1,659, The death-rate for Europeans and Eurasians: 
was 5°30 against 5°45, and for all others 8°96 against 9°55, The mortality 
among European’and Eurasian children was rather high, being 15°87 against. 
14°10, and the increase is attributed to the admission of a large number of 
eases in moribund condition. Confinement cases increased from 638 to 673. 
This institution is steadily, if slowly, growing in ge pa , and contrasts 
favourably in this respect with the Dufferin Victoria Cipital, which seems to 
make little progress. i

The Annnal Returns on the working of Charitable Dispensaries in Bengal for the 
year 1899 and the Resolution recorded on them. 


Certarn alterations in some of the statements included in the Annual 
Dispensary Returns have been prescribed hy the Government of India. As, 
however, the orders on the subject were received too late to allow of the 
changes being made in the returns for the past year, the Inspector-General of 
Civil Hospitals has on this occasion submitted his report in the usual form, 

2. In all 532 dispensaries were open on the 3lst December 1900, 
showing a net increase of 19 in the course of the year. The number was 
really greater by 3, as 3 out of 4, which are returned as closed, were merel. 
transferred to a different category. The district of Parnea, which has hitherto 
been very poorly supplied with medical institutions, contributes 6 out of the 19; 
while a seventh, which previously existed as a private institution, has been 
brought under Government supervision, Some of the unhealthy districts of 
Eastern Bengal also show a gratifying increase in the number of their medical 
institutions. 

8. The number of patients treated during the year, both indoor and 
outdoor, increased from 3,291,243 to 3,467,381. It is to be feared that the 
increase is due as much to the unhealthiness of the year as to the popularit 
of the Government dispensaries. The newly-opened institutions are accountable 
for 52,500 of the increase, which illustrates how far they have supplied a want, 
Sixteen out of 19 dispensaries in which the attendance was most largely reduced 
are in the Patna Division and Monghyr. The falling off in these was 
undoubtedly due to the alarm excited by the prevalence of plague, and itis 
hoped that they will speedily recover their furmer popularity. 

4, The iacreased mortality of the year, due to its general unhealthiness, 
has been remarked upon in the review of the Sanitary Commissioner’s report. 
Comment has there been made upon the prevalence of certain diseases, and the 
conclusions there arrived at are borne out by the present returns. One special 
epidemic requires notice, A disease locally known as ‘‘Batphut,” which was 
ascertained to be prevalent in @ portion of the Khondmals of the Orissa 
Tributary States, was, under the orders of Government, invostigated by 
Captain “Rogers, 1.8., Deputy Sanitary Commissioner. He pronounced the 
disease to be one of virulent syphilis—probably introduced from the Sonpur 
Native State in the Central Provinces, On receipt of his report the necessary 
measures were taken to render medical aid. 

5. No case of special professional importance is reported among the 
surgical operations of the year. The number performed shows a slight increase 
of 1,201 on the preceding year. As in 1899, the largest number of operations 

formed by an individual officer stands to the credit of Major Sunder, 1a.s., 

ivil Surgeon of Gaya. 

6. Clase and Sex of Patients—The attendance of women and children at 
* medical institutions fails —— a ae — In view of bn 
special attention that is nearly everywhere being paid to the requirements 
women patients, this is desppointing. The Inspector-General of Civil 
Hospitals attributes it to the plague scare in the Patna Division, Time must 
“be allowed for the improvements which are being introduced to become 
generally known and appreciated, Colonel Hendley’s efforts haye becn 






unceasingly directed to making each mufassal hospital not merely efficient, but 














instrictive. And his dictum that our great aim should be to make friends and 
not enemies of the indigenous workers among the sick poor has the Lieutenant- 
Governor's warmest support, and is commended to the attention of Civil 
Surgeons and District Officers thr out the Province. 
7. Income and Expenditure.—The total income of the dispensaries, inclu- 
sive of opening balances, was Rs, 11,49,729-8-11—an excess of Rs, 1,47,850 2-8 
over last year. Local bodies contributed 46:87 aed cent. of the receipts, and 
subscriptions accounted for 26°96 per cent.—an advance of 1°39 on the preceding 
ear, The Lieutenant-Governor is gratified to observe the large increase of 
3, 50,430 in subscriptions from natives—an increase distributed over a large 
numbor of institutions. The increase in private subscriptions to Local Fund 
hospitals is particularly gratifying as vindicating the plan adopted last year 
of securing to these institutions the full benefit of the contributions they aro 
able to obtain from the charitable public. 

The total expenditure, excluding investments, was Rs. 10,09,606-3-4, or 
Rs, 1,06,915-11-2 in excess of the previous year—an increase mainly accounted 
for by the addition to the number of dispensaries, The cost of dict rose with 
the price of food grains, and more extensive purchases of European medicines 
were made. 

8. Inspections,—The lengthy statement showing the number of inspec- 
tions of each dispensary in detail has this year been omitted from the Report. 
The Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals is right in considering its inclu- 
sion unnecessary. It is sufficient to bring particular instances of good 
work or the reverse to the notice of Government. The work done in 
the past year was on the whole satisfactory, though a few districts are 
instanced in which the inspections fell short of the required standard. In all 
21 dispensaries remained unvisited during the year, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor trusts that the warnings addressed by the Inspector-General to the 
officers in fault will bear fruit in the coming year. Colonel Hendley himself 
visited 133 institutions during the year, including, besides dispensaries, asy- 
lums, jails, police hospitals, and medical schools, His report testifies to the 
growing interest, which is almost everywhere displayed, in the improvement of 
medical institutions. Much remains to be done, but when public interest 
has once been aroused, a uniform advance may be anticipated. And the 
Licutonant-Governor is convinced that the gratifying results which are now 
apparent are largely due to the contagion of Colonel Hendley’s enthusiasm,

The Report of the Sanitary Commissioner, Bengal, for the year 1900. 
Read again~- 
The Report of the Sanitary Commissioner, Bengal, for the year 1899 and the Reso- 
* lution of Government recorded thereon. 

Tue report of the Sanitary Commissioner has on this occasion been punc- 
tually submitted, and, in accordance with the recent orders of the Government 
of India, has been considerably shortened. Instead of containing 53 pages of 
letter-press and 109 of appendices, exclusive of the report of the Sanitary 
Board, as was the case last year, it now consists of 26 pages of letter-press 
and 38 of appendices, and its utility is unimpaired. 

2. Vital statisties—The birth-rate wus lower and the death-rate higher 
than in the year 1899. The former result was due to the rise in price of food- 
grains, which began in the lest quarter of 1899, aud continued during the 
greater part of the year. Writing in June 1900, the Sanitary Commissioner 
expected that this result would follow, and his anticipations have been 
realised, The high death-rate was due partly to the same cause, but chiefly 
to the marked unhealthiness of the year, which is remarked on by almost 
every Civil Surgeon, and which led to increased mortality under all the 

rincipal diseases. The numbers of births and deaths registered were 

,749,582 and 2,603,736, against 3,053,178 and 2,218,247, respectively, in 
the preceding year. Calculated on the basix of the provisional tota's of the 
recent census, the ratios per mille of births and deaths were 36°95 and 34°99 
respectively, the former roughly equal to, and the latter considerably in 
excess of, the quinquennial average calculated on the population shown in the 
census of 1891, 

8. Including Calcutta, plague accounted for 38,412 deaths. Outside the 
Presidency own, the disease was epidemic in only a few districts of tho 
Patna Division and Monghyr; and its effects, direct and indirect, are writ large 
in the returns of these, In Patna, for instance, the excess of birth-rate over 
death-rate in 1899 was 14°82 per mille;* in 1900 the death-rate exceeded 
the birth-rute by 19°13. In Saran and monet yt the excess of births in 1899 
was 17°46 and 23°40 per mille, respectively, while in 1900 the ratios of excess 
dro to 1:24 and 3°60. In Gaya the excess of births over deaths in 1899 
‘was 21°91 per mille, In 1900 it was 4°23. In Calcutta the deaths exceeded 
the births in 1899 by 21-74 per mille; in 1900 the excess was as high as 
88:08. But that these differences are not attributable to plague alone is 
shown by a similar comparison in other districts which plague had not 
attacked. An excess of births in Jalpaiguri at the rate of 1°21 per mille was 
converted into a deficiency of 10st. In Darjeeling and Faridpur slight 
deficiencies in the birth-rate in 1899 of ‘25 and 1°03 increased in the 
past year to 11°49 and 9°02 respectively; while in Palamau, where plague, if 
existent, was not detected during the year under review, the excess of births 
over deaths, which in 1899 was 1842 per mille, was converted in 1900 into 
an excess of deaths over births at the rate of 10°10. Here the heavy mortality 
was to a extent the outcome of a virulent outbreak of cholera in 

j. rest of the Chota Nagpur Division maintained its reputation 
for and the death-rate there was the smallest in the Province.

4. Comparison of urban and rural vital statistics.—Vhe birth-rates in both 
urban and rural areas show a marked decrease, while the death-rates increased 
in the former from 33°10 to 43°46, and in the latter from 81-11 to 36°28. In 
comparison with other towns, Caleutta was particularly unfortunate, its birth- 
rate being lower by 11°85 and its death-rate higher by 12-96 than the average 
of other urban areas. Fever, as usual, is accountable for the highest death-rate 
everywhere, but both in town und country deaths from “ other causes” show» 
an increase, and were responsible in 1900 for a mortality per mille of 6-14, 

5. Principal \diseases.—An epidemic of cholera occurred during the year, 
the death-rate from this cause being higher than in any previous year of 
which a reliable record is retained. The deaths amounted to 345,878, 
of which by far the largest Seine occurred in the district of Purnea. 
Champaran and Cuttack also suffered severely ; and, as already noticed, the 
epidemic is responsible for no small portion of the heavy death-rate in 

alamau. The epidemic as a whole is attributable to the early cessation of 
the rains in 1899 and the lateness of the monsoon of 1900, ° 

In this conncetion the Lieutenant-Governor notices with interest the large 
number of anti-cholera inoculations performed during the year in the Parulia 
cooly dopdt, and the remarkable success with which the measure was attended. 
Out of 873 persons who had undergone the operation, and were subsequently 
exposed to the contagion of the epidimic, oly 2 were attacked. The results 
are distinctly encouraging, and the efforts of the Assistant Surgeons specially 
employed on this work are to be commended. 

Sinall-pox was prevalent throughout the year, mainly in urban areas. 
The towns which suffered moet were Vishnupur, Ranchi, and Gaya, The 
highest district mortality was recorded in Cuttack, Puri, and Palamau. The 
Lieutenant-Governor observes with regret that the aversion to vaccination, 
which continues to be manifested in the Orissa Division, has exposed two of its 
districts to a severe outbreak of the disease. The rate of mortality from fever, 
calculated on the present census returns, was 22°90 per mille during the year, 
The months of October to January, as usual, were the period in which the 
disease was most prevalont, and Dinajpur, Jalpaiguri, Faridpur, and Malda 
were the districts in which tho mortality was heaviest. ‘The heayy floods in 
Calcutta and the neighbourhood in September were a prolific cause of this 
disease. In !aridpur, concerning which a special report has been submitted, 
the prevalence of fever is traced to the silting up of the rivers and the 
consequent non-flushing of the country. cee Bo rte the inevitable 
accompaniment of an unhealthy year, prevailed with increasing intensit 
throughout the period under review ; and deaths from ‘ other causes,” of whic! 
Plague is the chief, show an increase both on the preceding year and on the 

ecennial average. 

6. Sanitary works.—An increase of municipal expenditure under this head 
to the extent of over Rs. 1,80,000 is a satisfactory mark of the attention paid 
by public bodies to this most important branch of municipal administration, 
The Sanitary Commissioner expresses disappointment at the small proportion 
of the whole spent on original works in some municipalities; but the 
Lieutenant-Governor cannot accept the suggestion that a fixed peroenegs 
should in all cases be deyoted to these, Such a measure might induce the 
initiation of entorprises to be performed in haste and repented of at leisure. 
Original schemes demand mature deliberation, and the report of the Sanitary 
Board, which is appended to that of the Sanitary Commissioner, shows that 
such schemes are not wanting. r 

Various important projects were referred to the Sanitary Board for opinion 
during the year, of which some of the most important were schemes for improv- 
ing the water-supply of the Manicktollah and South Sabarban Municipalities, 
and for the dramage of the important towns of Monghyr, Khulna, Dinajpur, 
and cee Repairs aud improvements to the Darjeeling Water-works were 
estimated for, an estimate of the cost of the Patna Water-works was completed, 
and a scheme for a combined water-supply to the riparian municipalities was 
taken into consideration, This last project is the most important now under 
consideration. It is the outcome of a special enquiry on which Captain

April to 24th July and again from 2th September to the end “of the official 

. Iwas absent on privilege leave from 25th July to 27th September, when 

ir, G. W. Kichler, Assistunt Meteorological Reporter to the Government of 
India, acted for me. 

2.- On the 31st March 1901, the number of observatories under my directy 
control was 46, #.¢., one less thun on the same date last year. The. decrease 
was due to the voluntary observatory at Shortt’s Island having be-n closed on 
the 31st July. ‘Phe observatory was situated in the ry eeetge grounds, and gs 
the Light-house was ordered by the Government of Bengal to be dismantled 
owing to encrcachment by the sea, the observatory had to be closed. 

8. Purolia and Daltonganj observatories, which were started and hitherto 
maintained by the Government of l'engal, were, by order of the Government of 
India, transferred to the Imperial Meteorological Department, with effect from 
1st April 1900. They have hence been classed as- * third-class observatories,”
